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Foreword 


The  preparation  of  this  document,  the  product  of  many  years  of  work, 
was  originally  undertaken  as  a  result  of  widespread  interest  indicated  by 
scholars  working  in  the  field  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States.  It  is 
especially  fitting  that  it  be  published  this  year  in  connection  with  the  sesqui- 
centennial  of  public  land  administration,  dating  from  the  establishment  of 
the  General  Land  Office  in  1812. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  that  this  document  will 
assist  students  in  the  study  of  public  lands  as  well  as  to  stimulate  additional 
research  and  writing. 

The  bibliography  is  arranged  alphabetically  by  author  and  the  items  are 
numbered  consecutively.  The  code  letters  at  the  end  of  the  citation  (using 
the  symbols  of  the  National  Union  Catalog)  indicate  the  library  where  the 
publication  can  be  located.  DLC  is  the  code  for  the  Library  of  Congress  and 
DI  is  the  code  for  the  Department  of  the  Interior  Library.  Both  are  located 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  where,  if  a  student  wants  to  use  the  original  records 
of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  he  can  also  utilize  the  services  offered 
by  the  National  Archives. 

The  bibliography  contains  most  of  the  known  writing  on  public  land 
activities,  programs,  and  legislation  previous  to  1954.  The  publication  will 
be  brought  up  to  date  and  maintained  on  a  current  basis  through  the 
publication  of  supplements. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  many  persons  who  contributed  to  the  com- 
pilation of  this  document.
